Gettysburg was unexp: 


ed by the outrage of 
week. Xever in the history of this 
town from the day when the Xational 
Cemetery was dedicated and this bat- 
tlefield became the abiding place of 
hundreds of memorials has there been 
any outrage on the field such as over- 
whelmed us last week. 
There have 


been occasional single acts of vandal- 
ism which could be attributed to ac- 
cidental mischief ot 
boys but 
the 


v/reck of last week was deliberate 
work. 


It is said that no similar piece of 


vandalism is known in the history of 
the world. It is not to be compared 
to the slashing out of celebrated paint- 
ings from their frames in European 
art galleries, for in those cases the^de- 
spoiler took the canvasses for the gain 
to be derived. Great conquerors have 
ransacked vanquished lands to carry 
off art treasures to adorn their own 
land and cities, but not to destroy the 
tieasures. 
But in the present case 


nine monuments have been damaged 
and some of them irrepairably ruined 
by a vandal for no other purpose than 
to destroy. 


It is hard to account for a state of 


moral depravity which could prompt 
a mail to commit such an outrage in 
tne face of the preparations for the 
great celebration of the battle, when 
the sight of these mutilated memori- 
als would deeply wound the old vet- 
erans and visitors. One who would 
to desecrate the sacred field where the 
fate of America was decided is this 
town's worst enemy, aud deserves to 
be hunted out with large rewards and 
the tec-ret service work of the govern- 
ment. 


This catastrophe has demonstrated 


another thing, that tbis great battle- 
field park of several thousand acres, 
and over -"VOO monuments and memori- 
al? must be guarded day and night and 
that the natural guardians for the field 
as e a troop or a regiment of United 
States Cavalry.

Granite Works. The monument stands 
in the Valley of Death, where the 
Schuylkill county regiment lost so 
heavily. The figure of the soldier on 
the granite block was modeled, it is 
said, after that of an Irish miner, the 
idea of the sculptor being to make it 
as nearly as possible typical of the 
race of workers in the coal regions, 
many of whom fought in the cause of 
the Union. But the figure is no longer 
a thing pleasant to look upon. 
The 


soldier's nose has been knocked off 
completely, the peak of his cap is 
gone, his broad left foot lies on the 
ground, and his stone gun has been 
shivered from muzzle to butt, and the

-'Go out West or South,•' says 
Director Kalpb, "aud you will Ilud 
tnat tbe tuo= t of tbe paper money iu 
u=e is soiled, but \vit.b the advent of 
the laundering machines the people in 
those sections, having become accus- 
tomed to tbe clean money, will accept 
no otber bind. Business men will not 
accept it from the bauks,'aud tbe latter 
will be compelled to exchange it for 
new money, or resort to tbe washing 
rnacbjuts. it will probably not be 
mure tbau two or three years, after the 
washing machines are in general use, 
before clean money will be iu circula- 
tion ID all parts of the country. 
:The bankers preler the washed 


money, ana so there will be no diffi- 
culty about having them use the wash- 
ing machines. The laundered notes 
are more quickly counted thau the nu- 
wasbed kind. Tbey slip through the 
bauds more readily, aud are not in- 
clined to stick. It is the sizing on the 
uew notes that makes them difficult to 
separate. 


K O Bailey, assistant secretary of 


thetreasury, =ays sbat the laundered 
money has been in genera] use througu 
tbe West for tbe 
past four or five 


months, and is becoming more popular 
there all tbe time. '-At Chicago," 
says Mr. .Bailey, "the sub-treasury 
puts them out to all banks sending in 
their notes for redemption. 
This in- 


cludes, of course, all the banks of 
C'bieago, and of the Chicago district. 
Tbe same thing is true of the St. 
Louis sub-tressury. aud of the sub- 
treasuries atlSTew Orleans and Cincin- 
nati. Not a single complaint has been 
made, and ou tbe other hand every- 
where may be heard words of praise, 
both from tbe banks aud from their 
patrons.7'
